A CRASH near Newmarket 
yesterday left three people, 
including a child, in hospital. 

Cambridgeshire police 
and the East of England Am¬ 
bulance Service were called 
to the accident between two 
cars on the A1303 near Dull- 
ingham. 

Three ambulances were 
called to the scene, as well 
as a helicopter from the East 
Anglian Air Ambulance. 

Three people, including 
two adults and a child, were 
taken to Addenbrooke’s Hos¬ 
pital. 

It is not yet known how 
serious the injuries are, but 
none are believed to be life 
threatening. 

Jennifer Charlesworth, 17, 
from Newmarket, told the 
News: “We were on the bus 
towards Cambridge and saw 
two of the cars collided. It 
was a big shock. 

“The black car was driving 
along but the red one had the 
right of way. The red one was 
hit and spun.” 

An East of England Am¬ 
bulance Service spokesman 
said: “We arrived at the RTC

at 11.26am on the A1303 
near Dullingham. We dis¬ 
patched three ambulances, 
an area response team, an 
air ambulance from the East 
Anglian Air Ambulance char¬ 
ity, an ambulance officer, 
and a rapid response vehicle. 

“We assessed three pa¬ 
tients at the scene, two 
adults and one child. I don’t 
have specifics about their in¬ 
juries, but they were all con¬ 
scious and breathing. 

“All have been taken to 
Addenbrooke’s for further 
care. It isn’t believed that any 
of their conditions are life 
threatening.” 

A Cambridgeshire police 
spokesman said: “We re¬ 
ceived a call by the ambu¬ 
lance service at 11.17am to 
reports of a road traffic col¬ 
lision between two vehicles 
near Eour Mile Stable Earm 
on the A1303, Cambridge 
Road. 

“At the moment, there is 
one serious injury and a heli¬ 
copter has landed. 

“Roads around the inci¬ 
dent have been shut.”

THE National Fieritage 
Centre for FForseracing and 
Sporting Art in Newmarket 
has become the first sport¬ 
ing museum to be short¬ 
listed for a £100,000 mu¬ 
seum prize, five months 
after being opened by the 
Queen.

The winning museum 
will be announced at a cer¬ 
emony at the British Muse¬ 
um on Wednesday, July 5.

lected as a finalist for Art 
Fund Museum of the Year 
2017. It is wonderful to be 
one of just five museums 
and galleries across the UK 
to have been shortlisted 
and we are very proud to 
have been included in the 
selection. It recognises so 
much hard work on the 
part of our fantastic staff, 
volunteers, trustees and 
the many supporters who 
have put their faith in the 
project over many years.” 

Mr Garibaldi added that 
the project has resulted in 
a “world class tourist at¬ 
traction” and he hopes that 
the town will join them in 
the celebration of this 
achievement by visiting 
the museum to contribute 
to a campaign from now 
until the end of June to say 
“why the museum should 
win”. 

“This project has never 
been just about restoring 
important heritage build¬

Help to keep 
children safe 

SOCIAL media is a great way for 
young people to stay in touch. But 
while it's full of exciting things for 
children to explore, there are risks.

Nurses under 
more pressure 

WHEN the Government gave nursing 
staff another real-terms pay cut 
last month, the Royal College of 
Nursing decided to ask all 270,000 
of its members working in the NHS, 
including thousands across the East of 
England, how they want to respond. 

Sadly, there is no offer on the 
table for us to accept or reject - the 


Government imposed its below- 
inflation pay award. But as elected 
members of the RCN Council, we 
voted to launch this poll to give 
nursing staff across the Eastern region 
a stronger voice and to help decide 
what action the RCN takes. 

Nursing staff are beyond 
disappointed by six years of real-term 
pay cuts at the same time as pressure 
in hospital and community nursing 
has reached unprecedented levels. In 
the online poll, nurses have a chance 
to vote for action short of a strike - 
such as not working unpaid overtime 
- or even taking the historical 
decision to take strike action. 

We find ourselves in an unexpected 
general election but there is no better 
time to hold politicians to account for 


the impact of their decisions. 

The 1 per cent pay cap for nursing 
staff is fuelling a recruitment and 
retention crisis that is as damaging for 
patient care as it is nurses. We will 
use the collective voice of UK nursing 
to remind all parties of that before 
polling day. 

Nurses are not taking this lightly. 
The wellbeing of patients remains 
the top priority of every nurse and 
healthcare assistant. But too many 
are struggling to make ends meet 
and they should not have to cover 
the NHS deficit from their own pay 
packet.

Nelson Swinney, now aged 
94, had dreamed of being 
a fighter pilot since a small 
child. 

He applied to train as an 
RAF pilot aged 20 in 1940 
at the height of the Battle of 
Britain. 

But his chances were 
dashed when his poor eye¬ 
sight was exposed - after 
crashing his motorbike into 
the doors of the RAF recruit¬ 
ment office. 

Now, more than seven dec¬ 
ades later, his dreams have 
Anally became a reality after 
his sons organised for him 
to fly in a training Spitfire at 
Duxford Airfield. 

Nelson, a widower, said: 
“It was such a pleasure to be 
up for 30 minutes flying in a 
big circle over Duxford, Cam¬ 
bridge and Newmarket. 

“And it wasn’t just a placid 
drive around the sky - we did 
some diving around which 
was thrilling. 


“It’s probably a once-in-a- 
lifetime experience but it was 
great fun and 1 would love to 
do it every day of the week,” 

Nelson was an engineer 
on Spitfires and Hurricanes 
after joining the RAF in 1941, 
aged 18, and was shipped 
out to Libya where the war in 
the Western Desert was at its 
height. 

This was the veteran’s first 
time in a Spitfire and said 
that he particularly loves 
them as they are beautiful 
fighter planes. 

His sons Paul and John al¬ 
ways knew their dad’s war ex¬ 
periences were an ‘essential 
part his being’ - especially 
after regular weekend visits 
to air shows, model making 
on the kitchen table and his 
‘remarkable recollection’ of 
his time in the RAF. 

Paul said: “It was, therefore, 
a very moving moment for us 
all to see him climb into a 
Spitfire, an aircraft that, even 
now, he could describe in the 
most intimate detail. 

“He had wanted to be a pi¬ 
lot and enlisted as soon as he 
was old enough.” 

His sons revealed the news 
to him last October, with Nel¬ 
son having to wait even long¬ 
er to enjoy his present, as his 


flight was postponed twice 
due to bad weather. 

Nelson, who works for 
Tristel Solutions in Newmar¬ 
ket, joined a pilot a couple 
of weeks ago, for the flight in 
the two-seater Spitfire on his 
birthday. 

The veteran still puts in a 
30-hour-a-week work shift 
at an office desk, where he 
works as a credit controller 
for a small Arm. 

He said: “It causes a little 
surprise when people And 
out 1 am still working five 
days a week. 

“But 1 work civilised hours 
from 10 to 4 and it stops me 
becoming a grumpy old man. 

“Everyone needs interests 
and 1 like reading, watching 
sport and going to work. 

“1 am targeting the cen¬ 
tury before 1 retire. It makes a 
huge difference and 1 would 
recommend it.” 

He went on to give some 
advice to the younger gener¬ 
ation: “My message to young 
people is to always remain 
positive and look on the 
bright side of life.”

THE Animal Health Trust is 
working on a way to help riders 
and owners identify pain in 
their horses by recognising facial 
expressions. 

Animal health expert Dr 
Sue Dyson, head of clinical 
orthopaedics at the Animal Health 
Trust Equine Clinic in Newmarket, 
pictured, says that too often pain 
in horses goes unrecognised. 

Sbe believes 
the "really 
frustrating" 
issue can 
be solved 
if owners 
take steps 
to recognise 
horses' 
facial 

expressions. 

Dr Dyson 
said: "Eor 
many 
years I've 
observed 
that horses, 
when they're uncomfortable, 
show differences in their facial 
expressions.

horses change their behaviour 
and facial expressions. But I am 
also well aware that owners and 
riders are slow in noticing physical 
problems that are compromising 
their performance. They tend 
to blame the horse's behaviour, 
whether it's a 'naughty' horse 
or blaming the rider - and 
not because it's experiencing 
discomfort." 

Dr Dyson added that one key 


example of owners mistaking pain 
for behavioural issues is bucking. 

She said: "I saw some pictures 
of a horse that bucked out, 
and an international rider said 
it reflected excitement. I don't 
believe that because I know 
it happens when they have 
sacroiliac pain (pain in the back/ 
legs). 

"It is really, really frustrating to 
be presented with a horse with a 


problem that has been present for 
six to nine months." 

Dr Dyson and her team 
are working on developing a 
practical tool for recognising facial 
expressions, which are similar to 
that of a body condition score 
chart that grades weight. 

The Animal Health Trust 
believes it could 'dramatically 
improve the health and welfare of 
all horses.

A MOTHER of a four-year- 
old girl is fighting plans for 
hundreds of homes in Bur- 
well. 

FloraMay Waterhouse, 
who has posted two online 
petitions, believes that plan¬ 
ning applications off Toyse 
Lane at Chestnut Rise and 
land off Ness Road could 
swamp the village and de¬ 
stroy its identity.

Ms Waterhouse added that 
her daughter Lottie Lou has 
a scooter and plays with her 
friends near the planned 
sites, where traffic would 


likely increase. 

“Roads are already thun¬ 
dering here,” she said. “The 
children would be put in 
danger. This can’t happen.”

Couple fight to 
stop demolition

A COUPLE from Suffolk 
have won the right to mount 
a High Court challenge to 
Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil’s “draconian” decision to 
demolish their home. 

David and Ann Usher 
are battling to overturn the 
council’s decision to take 
“direct action” to knock 
down their home at Small 
Fen Farm, Brandon. 

Last week, High Court 
judge, Mrs Justice Lang, 
opened the way for a full ju¬ 
dicial review of the couple’s 
case. 

The Ushers were hit with 
a planning enforcement no¬ 
tice, requiring them to de¬ 
molish their home, as long 
ago as November 2012. 

Council demolition work¬ 
ers were due on site on Janu¬ 
ary 30 this year, the court in 
London heard. 

That was just four days af¬ 
ter the Ushers were formally 
warned that their home

would be obliterated, the 
couple’s counsel, Ned West- 
away, told the court. 

He added: “They are not 
unwilling to comply with 
the enforcement notice vol¬ 
untarily if satisfied that the 
council has fully and fairly 
considered all relevant cir¬ 
cumstances. 

“Their complaint is the 
manner and haste in which 


the council decided to take 
such draconian action.” 

He argued the couple had 
‘wrongly’ not been notified 
of the decision until Janu¬ 
ary 26 and that alternatives 
were not adequately consid¬ 
ered. 

“It is at least arguable that 
the decision to take direct 
action was unlawful,” added 
the barrister. 

Michael Bedford QC, for 
the council, said the Ushers 
‘knew the score’ and that di¬ 
rect action to demolish their 
home was an ever present 
risk. 

“None of the grounds are 
arguable”, he told the court. 

But Mrs Justice Lang said: 
“I have concluded that the 
Ushers have established rea¬ 
sonably arguable grounds 
and grant permission on 
those grounds.” 

No date has been set for 
the full hearing.

On May 5, cyclists will compete in the 100th Giro d'ltalia race. BEN MITCHELL gets in 
on the action by tackling part of the course on a bike holiday through the South Tyrol 



M y THIGHS are burning, 
my chest is heaving and 
my heart is banging. As I 
pull out from the final 
switchback of the 

notorious Fedaia mountain pass in 
the Dolomites, I persuade my 
pedals to turn just a few more times. 

Feeling elated - and somewhat 
light-headed -1 manage a final 
surge as my Pinarello F8 Dogma 
professional road bike rolls over the 
finish line of this 15km climb with 
1,047 gruelling metres of elevation 
and 18% ascents. Phew! 

This is just one stage of my 
three-day trip to north Italy's 
mountainous Alta Badia region, 
tackling routes used in the 
legendary Giro d'ltalia race, which 
celebrates its 100th edition this May. 

The three-week professional 
competition joins Tour de France 
and Vuelta a Espana as one of 
professional cycling's Grand Tours, 
with a varying course each year. 

The Giro first visited the 
Dolomites in 1937, when roads were 
nothing more than dirt tracks, and 
has been back many times since. 

I'm riding with cycling specialists 
inGamba, who - in conjunction with 
La Perla hotel and Pinarello bikes 
- are offering tourists a Giro-themed 
cycle package. 

It's a unique experience for sports 
fans. 

"There are very few sports where 
members of the public can do 
something like this," says Nate 
Ripperton, from Californian-based 
inGamba. 

"A normal person can't play 
football at Wembley, but a cyclist 
can come here and ride the iconic 
Giro d'ltalia routes." 

With this particular trip, the 
specialist tour operator has ticked 
off every cycling fanatic's wish list - 
kitting us out with sublime Pinarello 
bikes (famed for their ultra-smooth 
electronic derailleur gears and 
raced by Chris Froome and Sir 
Bradley Wiggins) and providing a 
support team of pro mechanics and 
soigneurs (who assist during a race). 

My $10,000 F8 Dogma has been 
matched perfectly to my body 
measurements and even has my 
name written on the crossbar, along 
with the message: "This is my 
Pinarello Dogma. There are many 
like it, but this one is mine." 

After just a few minutes in the 
saddle, I can only wish this were 
true. 

The attention to detail given by 
inGamba is meticulous: bikes are 
thoroughly cleaned every day, water 
bottles (or bidons) are colour-coded 
to separate water from energy 
drinks, and we are all dressed in 
matching cycling kit to add to that 
pro-team feel. 

Accompanying us on this trip is 
Italian cycling hero Eros Poli, who 
famously won the Mont Ventoux 
stage of the 1994 Tour de Prance, 
despite his 84kg, 6ft Sin frame, 
during a stunning solo breakaway. 

The Italian giant will be my guide 
and my inspiration for the next few 
days. 

As we clear the Passo Pedaia, he

confesses: "The pros hate this pass." 

While I'm constantly wiping sweat 
from my face, the 53-year-old looks 
enviably calm and relaxed. 

My reward at the top is a tour of 
glistening mountain Lake Fedaia, 
nestled against the northern flank of 
Marmolada, the highest peak in the 
Dolomites at 3,343m. 

After a snack break, courtesy of 
our support vehicles, we push on, 
confident in the knowledge that 
everything that goes up, must come 
doAvn. 

As soon as the road starts to 
descend, my Zipp carbon wheels 
spin into life, creating a wonderful 
whirring noise only punctuated by 
the sound of my jacket flapping in 
the breeze. 

As the speed builds up, quickly 
topping 60km/h, there is little time 
to look down at the steep, luscious 
green valley to my side, or to glance 
at the quaint, traditional mountain 


village with its beautiful church. 
Instead, I'm scanning the road 
surface for potholes and oncoming 
coaches, as I slow down to sweep 
around the 180-degree bend. 

FolloAving Poli, famous for his 
descending skill when riding the 
Giro 20 years earlier, is a lesson in 
the art of taldng the perfect line, 
minimising the speed loss as we 
negotiate steep corners. 

But every day brings with it new 
challenges and awe-inducing sights. 

We tackle the Pordoi pass - which 
has hosted the Giro 37 times since 
1940 and features a monument to 
cycling great Fausto Coppi - and 
scale the 2,244m-high Passo Sella 
(part of the Quattro Pass! on the 
Sella Ronda loop), with its stunning 
360-degree view of rugged 
mountaintops. 

Our staging post is the 
wonderfully eccentric and luxurious 
La Perla hotel in the ski resort of 
Corvara. 

Fittingly, the wall of its Pinarello 
Lounge is decorated with classic 
racing bikes and a penny farthing 
belonging to Michil, the eldest of the 
three Costa brothers who own the 
hotel. 

In the spa, our soigneurs - who 
are also expert masseurs - provide a 
daily cycling massage to knead away 
the lactic acid from our aching legs. 

In the evening, we celebrate our 
own victories over the same 
mountain passes that have tested 
the skills and 'grinta' 

(determination) of the greatest 
cyclists known to the sport. 

The chat over dinner at the hotel's 
Michelin-starred restaurant. La Stua 
De Michil, is not of the soreness or 
fatigue, but of the challenges 
awaiting us. 

In the morning, there is another 
chance to become my own personal 
Idng of the mountains - and I just 
can't wait.

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Actress and writer 
Nanette Newman 
talks to HANNAH 
STEPHENSON 
about life after loss 

I T'S four years since the death of 
Nanette Newman's husband 
Bryan Forbes, but the pain of 
his loss still lingers for the 
veteran actress. Their marriage 
was one of the most famous and 
enduring in showbiz, and Nanette 
nursed him to the end. 

"People always say, Ts it getting 
better?' Bryan has been dead for 
four years in May - it never gets 
better, it just gets different," says 
Nanette, 82, star of 1960s British 
screen classics such as The League 
Of Gentlemen, The L-Shaped Room 
and Seance On A Wet Afternoon, 
and the Fairy Liquid adverts of the 
Seventies and Eighties. 

She acted in nine films directed 
by her husband, including the 1975 
version of The Stepford Wives and 
International Velvet, and has 
written more than 30 books, mostly 
cookbooks and children's books, 
the latest of which is The 
Importance Of Being Ernest The 
Earwig. 

Nanette has sold the Surrey 
family home the couple shared for 
50 years which, she says, was a 
terrible wrench. 

"My life has changed. 1 used to 
live in an enormous house with 
masses of garden and grounds. 

"When Bryan died 1 had to sell 
my house, which was very 
traumatic and upsetting. Moving 
was a good thing," she adds, 
"because 1 was becoming like Miss 
Havisham, wandering from room 
to room Avith cobwebs in my hair. 

"Now 1 have a different house 
and 1 love it. You suddenly have to 
make a life on your own." 

Just 17 when they met, Nanette 
was studying at Rada and got sent 
along for a job on a forgettable 
B-movie Wheel Of Eate, in which 
Bryan was starring. At the time he 
was married, to Irish actress 
Constance Smith - but that 
relationship had already run its 
course and they divorced in 1955. 

Bryan and Nanette married a few 
months later and had two 
daughters, TV presenter Emma 
Eorbes and journalist Sarah 
Standing. Their marriage lasted 58 
years. 

Bryan, an actor, director and 
screenwriter, had it written into his 
film contracts that if he was away 
for more than two weeks, his Avife 
would go out to join him. 

"We lived and worked in a 
profession where you could have 
such long separations, which Bryan 
often did. When he went off to 
make The Madwoman Of Chaillot 
with Kate Hepburn in the South of 
Erance, he was going to be there 
about nine months. 

"1 upped the children and they 
went to school out there, so we 
could all be together," Nanette 
recalls. 

"We tried not to be separated 
endlessly, which was always a 
danger in this business, and we

didn't want the children to grow up 
not being with their parents. We 
went to live in Hollywood for nearly 
a year, we spent time in Spain. We 
went wherever we were working. 

"Our profession is full of 
temptation because you are usually 
working with very interesting, 
attractive people and you are away 
from home. But there are happy 
(showbiz) marriages. 

"Look at Mike and Shakira 
(Caine). They are diAdnely happy, 
but you only ever hear about the 
marriages that go Avrong." 

Every wall in Nanette's work 
room, where she writes, is 
crammed with photographs, 
sculptures and paintings - she's 
a keen artist. She certainly 
hasn't given up on life. 

"You don't want to sit doAvn, 
become morose and feel like 
it's the end of your life, but on 
the other hand, there are days 
when you feel like that. 

"There were days when 1 felt 
so low and missed Bryan so 
desperately. 


"If you've been married that long, 
been in love with each other and 
you've had a great marriage, you've 
lost not only a great husband and 
the person that knows everything 
about you, you've lost your greatest 
friend. It's an indescribable thing. 
There's no remedy. 

"The important thing is to keep 
working and to find something that 
occupies you. You need distraction 
and things to look forward to." 

Her wider family have been 
tremendously supportive, she adds. 

She has four groAvn-up 
grandchildren and a great- 
grandson called Huck, who'll be 
three in May. 

"My family has got me through 
the really bad times. I've been 
really lucky. 

"My daughters were amazing. 

The three of us were with him right 
up to the moment he closed his 
eyes for the last time." 

Bryan was ill for more than two 
years, suffering from emphysema 
and a complex heart condition. 

While her family remain close by. 


Nanette still finds it difficult going 
home alone. She says: "You change 
your life in certain ways, but you 
come home to an empty house, a 
double bed that you've always slept 
in Avith your husband and you try 
to think of happier things. 

"The loneliness strikes you at odd 
moments. 1 might think, 'Oh, Bryan 
and 1 used to sit here with a cup of 
coffee and have a laugh! That's a 
part of my life that's gone." 

When Bryan died, family and 
friends gathered for a celebration 
of his life in Nanette's garden. 

Trying to remain positive helps 
to keep her going, including her 
Avriting. Her new book, which she 
started Avriting after Bryan died, is 
illustrated by her friend Lindsay 
Branagh (wife of Kenneth). 

"I've just written a television play 
because 1 wanted to keep writing. 
I've taken a sculpting course. 
Keeping occupied is important. 

"Moving was good for me," 
Nanette concludes. "Here, I've 
created something which is a 
combination of us both, and have 
kept the things 1 love from my 
old home. 

"At the moment. I'm sitting 
at Bryan's desk. 1 love that. 1 
can see pictures we chose 
together or paintings Bryan 
bought me as a present. 1 
sense the happy times."

by Jon McGregor (4th Estate,

A 13-YEAR-OLD girl 
goes missing while 
staying in the Peak 
District with her 
family for New Year. 

This is the opening of Jon 
McGregor's fourth novel, Reservoir 
13, but don't be fooled by the initial 
suggestion of crime drama - this 
unconventional narrative is not 
interested in pace, plot, or 
answering any of the questions it 
poses. 

With a chapter for each year 
following the disappearance, 
inhabitants of the rural village find 
their dreams and imagination 
haunted by 'Rebecca, or Becky, or 
Bex'. However, mostly, life carries 
on as before and McGregor's 
collage-style narration delves in 
and out of different experiences 
within the community. 

McGregor includes details of the 
surrounding natural world; the 
badger sett, fox family, bird 
movements, and seasonal changes. 

It all makes for a unique reader 
experience, which can be enjoyable 
if you have patience to withstand 
the teasingly sparse plot. 

THE WALWORTH BEAUTY

IN THE latest novel 
from previously 
Booker-shortlisted 
Michele Roberts, two 
lives that are separated by more 
than a century begin to intersect 
across time. 

In 1851, family man Joseph is 
commissioned by Henry Mayhew to 
conduct research on the lives of 
prostitutes in south London. 

Meanwhile, in 2011, Madeleine 
- middle-aged, divorced and 
unemployed - has hopes of finding 
a new life in Apricot Place in 
Bermondsey. 

Roberts evokes past and present 
through vivid detail, from the 
velvet-slippered rooms of the 
Victorian pleasure houses to the 
slick city bars in the modern 
metropolis. 

The Walworth Beauty is most 
successful in showing how time is 
woven into contemporary life and 
how the past informs the present.

I T would be fair to say that the 
Honda Civic was looking a little 
tired and jaded around the edges, 
but enter the all-new tenth generation 
model and it's a whole new ball game. 

The latest Civic - built in Britain 
at Honda's Swindon factory - is new 
from the ground up and boasts a 
fresh, sporty design guaranteed to turn 
heads. 

There are two punchy petrol 
engines, a range of trim levels 
and either manual or automatic 
transmissions with prices starting from 
a very competitive £18,335. 

Initially two new petrol engines are 
available.

adaptive cruise control, traffic 
sign recognition, intelligent speed 
assistance and intelligent adaptive 
cruise control which is a useful feature 
that helps to predict cars cutting in 
front of you on motorways and will 
adjust the speed accordingly. 

The 1.0-litre version mated to a six- 
speed manual gearbox is an excellent 
combination and laid to rest any 
reservations about a little three-pot 
engine having enough gusto to power 
the mighty five-door hatchback. 

The 1.5-litre Civic in Sport Plus, 
priced at £25,930, features a six-speed 
manual gearbox. 

All in all, the latest Civic is a fabulous 
car. Honda has taken into account the 
car's 40-year heritage and brought it 
bang up too date. 

It looks great, is packed with 
technology, it's competitively priced 
and it handles beautifully.

Despite a slight all-round increase 
in dimensions the new Q5 comes 
in around 90kg lighter than the first 
generation model which means it is a 
little bit more nimble on the move. 

Audi has aimed the new Q5 
squarely against the likes of the BMW 
X3, Land Rover Discovery Sport 
and even the Jaguar F-PACE in the 
premium SUV sector and my first 
impression is that it is up there with 
the best. 

Initially, there is a choice of two 
fuel systems for UK buyers, the 2.0 
TFSI 252bhp petrol turbo, or the 2.0 
TDI oil-burner, with more derivatives 
to follow later, including hybrid drive 
models. The diesel line-up has a 
starting price of £37,240 and the 
petrol comes in at £37,990. 

Both offer top class performance. 
The TDI with seven-speed S tronic 
gearing can hit 62mph in just 7.9 
second and on to a top whack of 
135mph. It produces 133 g/km of 
C02, while the petrol version hits 


62mph in just 6.3 seconds and on to 
147mph, with C02 coming in at 159 
g/km. 

Audis are all about classy interiors 
with the best fit and finish and quality 
materials being utilised and the new 
Q5 is no exception. 

There is ample head and legroom 
in the Q5 for four bigger than normal 
adults to feel comfortable and 
boot space is exceptionally good, 
easily swallowing up a fair amount 
of gear for family outings or sports 
equipment. Rear luggage space has 
been increased to 550 litres and the 
power operated tailgate is standard. 

Standard and optional equipment is 
huge in the Q5. It comes with Xenon 
headlights the LED daytime running 


lights and LED tail lights as standard. 

There's a choice of 18 or 19-inch 
alloys and it comes with electrically 
adjustable heated door mirrors, 
aluminium roof rails and window trim 
plus side and rear windows in heat- 
insulating glass. 

Twin leather heated front seats face 
the Audi virtual cockpit fully digital 
instrument cluster which has an 
optional 12.3inch LCD high resolution 
touch-screen display with navigation, 
phone and entertainment systems 
which are easily accessed. 

The Q5 isn't an off-road motor 
but it can tackle a bit of rough stuff 
and demanding driving routes. It isn't 
short on helpful kit to help cope with 
adverse conditions. 


It comes with independent 
wheel suspension, anti-roll bars, 
electromechanical steering, dual 
circuit brake system, anti-lock 
brake system, electronic brake 
force distribution, traction control, 
stabilisation control, front and rear 
ventilated discs plus other useful 
driving aids. 

As far as the driving experience 
goes I was mighty impressed with the 
performance and handling of the TFSI 
S tronic. 

First impression was the overall 
ride quality which for a motor of this 
size was excellent. It soaked up noise 
from all but the roughest of our badly 
maintained roads and on the move 
the quietness inside is remarkable. 

Despite its size the big Audi holds 
on to tight bends well with very little 
body roll and acceleration through 
the seven-speed auto is smooth with 
no gear-change lurches. 

Braking, even at speed, is gradual 
and effective and acceleration comes 
in smoothly when cruising but gives a 
bit of kick when overtaking is needed. 

Overall I enjoyed my test drive and 
think that Audi has improved what 
was already a top-notch motor which 
should stay near the top of it sector. 

More than 1.6 million Q5s have 
been sold worldwide since its 
introduction in 2008 and the second 
generation is sure to continue to 
attract even more sales.
